Everyone: Just got off a Regional Coordinator call concerning the Department briefings. Key 
new items in addition to previous guidance: 

Regional project manager (Rob) must be present at briefing. 

Be ready to defend the HCP and our HCP negotiation. 

Although we often say that the applicants are willing and want us to do an EIS rather than an 
EA, we should avoid that as justification for doing an EIS. Stick to NEPA significance factors, 
like size, controversy, uncertainty, panther conservation, etc. 






Be ready to defend why we have not forced this process onto the ECPO members. 

The Regional coordinators will start to hold weekly half-hour calls over the next few months as 
we work into this process. Likely to be Tuesdays at 12:30 eastern.
